New Delhi, the 18th July 1966 
G . S . lt, 1129 , — In exeroise of the powers conferred by section 22 of the Press 
Council Act , 1965 ( 34 of 1965 ) the Central Government hereby makes the follow 
+ ing rules further to amend the Press Council Rules , 1966 , namely , — 

1 ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Press Council ( Second Amendment ) 
Rules, 1966 

( 3 ) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 2nd July , 1966 
2. In the Press Council Rules, 1966 — 
( a ) In rule 2 , the word and occurring at the cnd of clause (a ) shall be 

omitted , 
( b ) after rule 10 , the following rule shall be added , namely 
" 11 Fund oj the Council - ( 1 ) Until the members of the Council are 

appointed as required under sub - section ( 3 ) ol section 4 of the 
Act and sub - section ( 7 ) of that seclion , - 
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( a ) the Chairmon shall, on behalf of the Council, maintain and operate 

the Fund of the Council, referred to in sub - section ( 1 ) of section 
18 of the Act and all such sums as may be paid to the Council 
by the Central Government and all grants and advances made 
to tlie Council by any other authority or person shall be received 
and credited to the Fund and all payments therefrom shall be 

made by the Chairman on behalf of the Council; 
( b ) All moneys belonging to the Fund shall be deposited in such banks 

or invested in such manner as may , subject to the approval of / 

the Central Government, he decided by the Chairman ; 
( c ) the Chairman may spend such sums as he thinks fit for performing 

his functions under the Act and such sums shall be treated as 

expenditure payable out of the Fund of the Council : 
Provided that the previous approval of the Central Government will be 

taken if in a case the expenditure , excluding salaries and allowances, 

exceeds rupees five thousands, 
( 2 ) A report in respect of any actions taken under sub -rule ( 1 ) including 

a statement of expenditure shall be placed before the Council at its 
very first meeting .
